LANDINGS m OHIO . CALIFORNLA , AND ENGLAND . PROVE AU'rHBN’riCITY OT EACH 0»IHER 

Lat in 1952,Nove.mber 20th to be exact, a small group claimed 
they had made contact with a man from Venus, One member of that group 
was Dro George Hunt vmiiarason well known by Clevelanders for his 
three excellent lectures here. The disk which supposedly transported 
the Venusian to the group was about thirty-five feet in diameter» 

It had portholes around a cabin-like structure; two rings and three 
ball-like implements on if's underneath. Between the rings and balls 
a lower extension of the cabin hung. Various comments were made 
concerning the unusual appearance of the craft. Some said it was a 
light fixture; others said it was merely a skillet,with poached 
eggs on it, upside down. By now, you all know I am refering to the 
incident and photographs described in the best-selling book, »»FLYING 
SAUCERS HAVE LANDED”, by Desmond Leslie and George Adamski. (Adamski 
is the one who claims he conversed with the spaceman,) Amidst all ' 
the cries of ”fake”, emerged another story, this one from Coniston, 
England, It seems that two youngsters,Stephen Darbishire and Adrian 
So Myers, saw a round craft rise from a valley about 300 yards away 
and speed off noislessly. One of the boys took a photo, and an out¬ 
line of the ah6p is clearly seen, {This photo is in the hands of 
your director,) It looks much like the controversial "Adamskif;saucer” 
if not the exact ship, Stephen Darbishire said the object had a 
turret-like thing on the top, and a sort of roof on top of the turret. 
Around the turret were black marks,he said, that looked like port¬ 
holes, Underneath the ’’saucer” he saw two bumps, 

Desmond Leslie had some orthographic projections made of the 
Coniston and Adamski ’’saucers”. Those prove that the two disks are 
identical in size and dhsign. The above incident took place just one 
year and three months after the contact claimed by Adamski, 

After reading of the Coniston, England sighting, your director 
met a Mr, Albert Law of Warren,Ohio, He told me of an unusual 
experience his brother-in-law encountered on December 20, 1953,Al 
Como was in the navy,{he now has his discharge), and he was on leave. 

On the night of Dec. 20 he was driving toward Pennsylvania. Just 
before reaching Lords town, he saw:*&a a glowing ball pass through 
the sky and fall into the woods about 500 yards off the road. 

Thinking it to be a crashed plane he got out of his car and proceeded 
across the field to the woods. Upon coxning to a clearing, ho saw 
a bell-shaped craft hovering very low; perhaps three feet or less 
off the ground. He could see no markings on the ship as it was dark, 
only the moon shining from behind allowed him to see the crafts 
outline. On it’s underneath were three ball-bearing-like structures 
and betwreen them a violet lit carriage hung, (See Feb, MYSTIC for 
this Storys’>ending,) 

Notice the identical descriptions of the three ’’saucers”. Each 
was roughly bell-shaped; each had three ball-like structures under¬ 
neath it; and each was about the same size. Since these sightings 
were reported, many others have reported bell ships with whirling 
rims and bright lights^on top. 

And so we have evidence from three plaices many hundreds of 
miles apart, seemingly proving these incidents factual.

But 
Mantell kept on. Later ,he radioed this message"I’m closing in 
now to take a good look. It’s directly ahead and still moving at 
half my speed. The thing looks metaJJic and of tremendous size. It’s 
going up now and forward as fast as Tam; that’s three hundred 
sixty miles per hour. I’m going to 20,000 feet and if I’m no closer 
I’ll abandon the chase",

Those,officials say, w/ere Mantell’s last words; However, this 
writer has it from a fellow who did some F.B.I. work, that Mantell’s 
last words were;"I CAN SEE WINDOWS, c -AND MT GOD THERE’S PEOPLE IN 
IT"2 The crashed plane and Mantell’s dead body were found soon' 
after this message was received, Desmond Leslie , English writer, 
and nephew of Sir Winston Churchill, confirms the content of the 
above communicatlono 

The official release says Mantel! blacked out "chasing the 
planet 7enus"c Of course the airfibrce might have been justified 
in squelching the actual story. The headlines would have vibrated 
throughout the whole country ; "SPACEMEN KILL AMERICAN PILOT", 

There ts no evidence that the giant airship took hostile 
actions agaiKBt. jjantell. He probably got too close to the crafts 
magnetic vortex field and was torn apart.
